FOREWORD 


Estimates for the current school year and revisions of last year's estimates 
are again presented by the NEA Research Division. This is the eighteenth report 
in this series, the purpose of which is to supply current data for the states and 
for the nation as a whole on administrative organization, pupils, professional 
staff, revenues, and expenditures of public elementary and secondary schools. 


These estimates are based primarily on experience of previous years and lean 
heavily on expert opinion. This project is co-operative, involving the NEA Re- 
search Division, the state departments of education, and the state education as- 
sociations. The estimates were first prepared by the NEA Research Division. The 
economic, social, and demographic patterns of each state were considered, as well 
as any new state legislation which affected the organization of schools or the 
statistics on pupils, teachers, or school finance. The estimates were then sub- 
mitted to the state education departments and to the state education associations 
for verification or revision. 


This year all 50 states responded on at least some of the estimates. In the 
tables in this report, state figures which have not been approved, revised, or 
altered in the light of the comments from the state are marked as NEA Research Di- 
vision estimates. 


Experience indicates that the estimates of recent years have had a high de- 
gree of accuracy for the national summaries and a reasonable degree of accuracy 
for state-by-state summaries. Over the years the state figures have improved as 
the users of this report told us where we were wrong and as the estimators on our 
staff and in the states gained experience. Nevertheless, the figures should be 
identified as estimates, not as official or final figures. These figures should 
not be used in lieu of official figures after the Biennial Survey of the U. S. 
Office of Education becomes available. With few exceptions, which are noted in 
the report, these estimates are consistent in definition with the final figures 
reported later by the state departments of education to the U. S. Office of Edu- 


cation for the Biennial Survey. 


Unless otherwise noted, the totals for the United States for 1957-58 and for 
prior years include only 48 states and the District of Columbia. Alaska is in- 
cluded in the totals for 1958-59, and both Alaska and Hawaii, in the totals for 
1959-60. Figures for the Canal Zone, Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands are 
given in Table 14.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION 


The school districts are the basic administrative units for the operation of local elementary 
and secondary schools and for contracting for school services. In complexity of operation, basic 
units range from one-teacher rural systems to large metropolitan systems serving thousands of pu- 
pils. The governing body of the local unit is the school board. The chief administrative officer 
is the superintendent. 


Basic Administrative Units 
(Table 1, columns 2 and 5) 


In organization, the basic administrative units of the public school systems vary greatly 


throughout the United States. According to the 1957 Census of Governments,t/ the responsibility for 
the public schools of 48 states (excluding Alaska and Hawaii) rests as follows: (a) with independ- 


ent school districts in 29 states; (b) with county, city, or town governments in four states; and 
(c) with both (a) and (b) above in 15 states. In Alaska, all schools outside organized school dis- 
tricts are administered by the state board of education. In Hawaii the whole state is one basic 
unit for school operation.

The number of school districts, the basic administrative units, has declined from 127,422 in 
1931-32 to an estimated 40,605 in 1959-60. The number of units in 1958-59 was estimated at 43,507. 


The trend in the total number of basic administrative units in the states and the District of 
Columbia is shown below by combining the figures of the U. S. Office of Education with NEA Research 
Division estimates (NEA estimates are starred):

Board Members 
(Table 1, columns 3 and 6) 


With the decrease in the number of administrative units has come a decrease in the number of 
school-board members and trustees. These are lay persons elected or appointed to determine policy 
and to exercise general supervision over the operations of the local school district. The U. S. 
Office of Education reported a total of 423,974 school-board members in 1933. By 1958-59 the num- 
ber of school-board members in basic units had decreased to 185,228. In 1959-60 the number of 
school-board members was estimated at 173,745. 


Superintendents of Schools 
(Table 1, columns 4 and 7) 


The superintendent of school is a professional person in charge of the administration of ac- 
tivities of the local school district. The number of superintendents in basic units was estimated 
at 13,035 for 1958-59 and at 13,008 for 1959-60. These totals are smaller than the total number of 
persons with the title of "superintendent of schools" since they do not include state superintend- 
ents, superintendents of intermediate units (such as counties in the Western states), and a few 
other special types. 


PUPIL POPULATION, ENROLLMENT, AND 
AVERAGE DAILY ATTENDANCE 


This is the first report in this series of annual estimates which includes estimates of school- 
age population and average daily attendance along with enrollments. State figures and the totals 
for the states and the District of Columbia for these three series which are related to the number 
of pupils in public elementary and secondary schools are shown in Table 2 for 1958-59 and in Table 
3 for 1959-60. 


Population 5-17 Years of Age 
(Table 2, column 2, and 
Table 3, column 2) 


The population aged 5-17 years is the group which is significant for elementary- and secondary- 
school enrollment. Trends in the Census figures for this age group are shown below as of July of 
the years 1949 through 1959. The total population of the United States and the percent the age 
group 5-17 years is of the total population are also shown (all figures are from the U. S. Bureau 
of the Census, Current Population Reports):

In 1949 the school-age population 5 to 17 years was 20.3 percent of the total population of the 
United States, including the armed forces overseas. By 1959 the school-age population had in- 
creased to 24.5 percent of the total population. 


Public-School Enrollment 
(Table 2, columns 3 to 6, and 
Table 3, columns 3 to 6) 


State-by-state estimates of earollments for 1958-59 and 1959-60 are shown in Tables 2 and 3. 
The NEA estimates include kindergarten in the elementary-school enrollment, include junior high 
Schools in the secondary-school enrollment, and omit junior-college enrollment. These figures re- 
flect enrollment by organization level through the end of the school year. The following figures 
show the enrollments for the years in the NEA series since 1948-49:

Average Daily Attendance 
(Table 2, columns 7 and 8, and 
Table 3, columns 7 and 8) 


The average daily attendance for the school year is the aggregate days the pupils were in 
School divided by the number of days school was actually in session. Average daily attendance in 
1958-59 was estimated at 31,041,585. By 1959-60 the estimated average daily attendance increased 
1,240,861 units to a total of 32,282,446, an increase of 4.0 percent. The figures below show the 
trend in average daily attendance by combining the figures of the U. S. Office of Education and the 
NEA Research Division (NEA interpolations and estimates are starred):

INSTRUCTIONAL STAFF MEMBERS 
(Tables 4-9) 


The term instructional staff comprises classroom teachers, principals, supervisors, librarians, 
guidance and psychological personnel, and related instructional workers. For this series the fig- 
ures for the total instructional staff are more nearly accurate than the figures for the components 
of the staff. Over the years, the increased accuracy of state reporting has accounted for part of 
the shift among components of the staff. Another factor in the shift between classroom teachers 
and principals has been the gradual elimination of the position of teaching principal. The teach- 
ing principal,who was formerly classified as a classroom teacher, has been shifted to the position 
of principal because of the closing of small schools, the consolidation of small districts, or the 
growth of enrollments in districts.

Total Instructional Staff 
(Tables 4 and 5) 

The total instructional staff for 1959-60 is estimated at 1,455,335. This is an increase of 
4.3 percent over the revised estimate of 1,394,913 staff members in 1958-59. The estimates of the 
NEA Research Division on the number of classroom teachers, principals, supervisors, and other in- 
structional staff are shown below for each year since the 1955-56 Biennial Survey of the U. S. Of-

For 1959-60 the elementary-school classroom teachers total 836,960, a gain of 3.5 percent over 
the revised estimates of 808,475 for 1958-59. From 1950-51 to 1959-60, the elementary-school class- 
room teaching staff has increased 42 percent. 


By 1959-60 the secondary-school classroom teachers numbered an estimated 511,607, a gain of 
5.6 percent over the revised estimate of 484,248 for 1958-59. Over the past decade the number of 
secondary-school teachers has increased 57.9 percent. 


For 1959-60 the total number of classroom teachers is estimated at 1,348,567, a gain of 4.3 
percent over the revised estimate of 1,292,723 for 1958-59. Over the past decade the total class- 
room teaching staff has increased 47.6 percent.

Teachers Lacking Full Certification 
(Table 6) 


Standards for certification of classroom teachers vary widely among the states. Because of 
the shortage of qualified teachers, most states have permitted the employment of teachers under sub- 
Standard, temporary, or emergency credentials. Other states use a provisional certification which 
is not deemed substandard since all teachers under it are working toward standard certificates. 
The levels of preparation and experience required for these certificates (all of which represent 
less than full certification) vary among the states. These teachers are filling in until the 
States have an adequate supply of fully qualified teachers or until these persons are fully quali- 
fied. It should be noted that the number of emergency teachers by state is estimated according to 
the states' respective certification requirements. 


The number of teachers lacking full certification understates the broader problem of teacher 
Shortage because it does not include (a) the number of unfilled positions and (b) the number of 
teachers needed to reduce class size and teacher work load. A full report on the broader problem 


of teacher shortage may be found in the NEA Research Division Report 1959-R6, Teacher Supply and 


Demand in Public Schools, 1959. The figures (NEA estimates are starred) below show the ratio of 
emergency teachers to the total number of classroom teachers for each school year beginning with 


1948-49:

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In the past decade there has been no substantial decrease in the number of emergency teachers. 
Only a slight improvement can be seen in the proportion of emergency teachers to the total number 
of classroom teachers. The emergency teachers have amounted to between 7 and 8 percent of the total 
number of classroom teachers since the school year 1950-51. However, the NEA Research Division es- 
timates that from 1958-59 to 1959-60 the increase in number of teachers without full certification 
is only 16. For the nation as a whole for 1959-60, 72 percent of the total number of these tem- 
porary teachers are in elementary schools, 59 percent are in schools in rural areas, and 54 percent 
have less than four years of college preparation. 


Instructional Staff Turnover 
(Table 7) 


In 1959-60 an estimated 123,700 persons, or 8.5 percent of the total instructional staff, will 
be leaving the states' public schools. The loss in 1958-59 was estimated at 121,350, or 8.7 per- 
cent of the total instructional staff. These total figures for the nation are based on the es- 
timates of 44 states and the District of Columbia for 1958-59 and on estimates of 45 states and the 
District of Columbia for 1959-60. For 1959-60, 39 states and the District of Columbia estimated 
that 1.3 percent of the total instructional staff will retire because of old age or disability; 
these retired persons account for 16.1 percent of the estimated number leaving the public schools 
in these states. Because of the great differences among states in the age distribution of the in- 
structional staff and the varying provisions for retirement, no estimate was made for states where 
information was not available. 


These figures do not measure the shifting of persons from one position to another within the 
school district. Neither do they measure the turnover within a state, that is, teachers transfer- 
ring from one school district to another in the same state. The totals do include instructional 
staff members who move to another state. A number of these persons will continue in teaching posi- 
tions in the state of their new residence. 


Teachers' Salaries 
(Tables 8 and 9) 


The revised estimate of the average salary of the instructional staff in 1958-59 was $4939 
(Table 8). The estimate for 1959-60 is $5160 (Table 9). The gain of $221 represents an increase 
of 4.5 percent. 


These average salary figures are for the entire instructional staff--classroom teachers, prin- 
cipals, supervisors, and other instructional personnel. The state averages are weighted by the 
number of instructional staff in each state. 


The trend in average salaries is shown below by combining figures of the U. S. Office of Edu- 
cation with estimates of the NEA (NEA estimates are starred):

Salaries of the instructional staff have gained steadily in the past 10 years an average an- 
nual rate of about 5.6 percent. The average salary per member of the instructional staff in 1959-60 
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is estimated to be $2150 or 71.4 percent greater than that in 1949-50. The real gain is reduced by 
increases in the cost of living as measured by the Consumer Price Index of the U. S. Department of 
Labor, Bureau of Labor Statistics. In September 1959 the Index (1947-49 = 100.0).stood at 125.2. 
The purchasing power of the average salary per instructional staff member in terms of 1947-49 prices 
was $2966 in 1949-50 and has advanced to $4121 for 1959-60. Insofar as the Consumer Price Index is 
an accurate measure of the increases in cost of living for instructional staff members throughout 
the United States, the real gain in the purchasing power of average salaries amounted to $1155 or 
38.9 percent during the decade since 1949-50. 


The average salary of classroom teachers was estimated at $4797, or 97 percent of the average 
salary of the total instructional staff in 1958-59. The average annual salary of elementary- 
School teachers in 1958-59 was $4607; of secondary-school teachers, $5113. 


For 1959-60 the average salary of classroom teachers is estimated at $5025, or 97 percent of 
the figure for the entire instructional staff. This is a gain of 4.8 percent over the revised fig- 
ure for 1958-59. The average salary of elementary-school teachers in 1959-60 is $4835; and of sec- 


ondary-school teachers, $5334. 


The average salaries of elementary-school teachers are lower than those of secondary-school 
teachers; however, over the past years the difference appears to be narrowing. In 1950-51 the 
average annual salary of elementary-school teachers was 81.9 percent of the corresponding figure 
for secondary-school teachers; by 1959-60 the average salary of elementary-school teachers increased 
to 90.6 percent of the salary estimated for secondary-school teachers. The narrowing of the dif- 
ference may be accounted for by several factors: increased preparation of elementary-school teach- 
ers, longer periods of service, and improved status of the position of elementary-school teacher. 


Table 8, columns 6 through 10, and Table 9, columns 8 through 12, show by state the percent of 
classroom teachers paid salaries in intervals of $1000. The trend in this distribution for all the 
States is shown below:

In 1952-53, 6 in 10 classroom teachers were paid less than $3500. It is estimated that in 
1959-60, 1 in 8 classroom teachers will be paid below $3500. In 1952-53 only about 1 in 8 class- 
room teachers was paid $4500 or more. By 1959-60 almost 6 in 10 classroom teachers will be paid 
$4500 or more. In addition, in 1959-60 almost 3 in 10 classroom teachers will be paid more than 
$5500 and more than 1 in 10 will be paid more than $6500. 


State and sectional differences in teachers' salaries are great. The following figures show 
the average salaries paid the instructional staff by region for the years 1957-58, 1958-59, and 


1959-60;

A difference of $2110 exists between the average salary paid in the Southeast and the average 
salary paid in the Far West in 1959-60. In 1958-59 the difference was $1965 and in 1957-58 the dif- 


ference was $1957. The gap appears to be widening. 


SCHOOL FINANCE 
(Tables 10-13) 


The total revenue and nonrevenue receipts of public elementary and secondary schools are es- 
timated at $16,444,546,000 for 1959-60. This is an increase of 7.9 percent over the revised 1958- 
59 total receipts of $15,234,970,000. Total expenditures, including current expense, capital outlay, 
and interest, increased from $14,253,239,000 in 1958-59 to $15,543,109,000 in 1959-60, an increase 
of 9.0 percent. 


Revenue Receipts 
(Tables 10 and 11) 


In this series, revenue receipts include all monies received from general funds of the federal, 
state, county, and local governments, receipts from taxes levied for school purposes, income from 
permanent school funds and endowments, income from leases on school land, interest, tuition, gifts, 
charges, and the value of commodities received under the National School Lunch Program. 


For 1959-60, revenue receipts are estimated at $13,472,194,000; for 1958-59 the revised es- 
timate is $12,423,756,000. This is an increase of 8.4 percent. The following shows the revenue 
receipts for the past ll years as reported by the U. S. Office of Education and the NEA Research 
Division (NEA Research Division estimates are starred; the double stars indicate a revised estimate):

From 1949-50 through 1959-60, school revenue receipts have increased 147.8 percent, an average 
annual rate of 9.5 percent for the decade.

Nonrevenue Receipts 
(Tabies 9 and 10) 


Nonrevenue receipts include all money received from loans, sale of bonds, sale of property pur- 
chased from capital funds, and insurance adjustments. For 1958-59 the nonrevenue receipts estimate 
Was revised to $2,811,214,000. For 1959-60, estimated nonrevenue receipts total $2,972,352,000, an 
increase of 5.7 percent over 1958-59. Nonrevenue receipts, mostly from the sale of bonds, reflect 
largely the debt incurred for the construction of new classroom facilities. 


Nonrevenue receipts have tripled over the period 1949-50 through 1959-60. The trend in non- 
revenue receipts is shown below by combining figures from the U. S. Office of Education and NEA Re- 
search Division estimates (NEA Research Division estimates are starred):

The total amount to be spent during 1959-60 for current expense, capital outlay, and interest 
is estimated at $15,543,109,000. This represents a 9.0-percent increase over the total expenditure 
of $14,253,239,000 estimated for 1958-59.

Current expenditure of elementary and secondary schools includes amounts paid for general con- 
trol, instructional service, operation, maintenance, fixed charges, and other school services at 
all levels of administration--state, intermediate, and basic local. Current expenditure includes 
all governmental contributions to the retirement fund and school services, including attendance, 
health services, transportation, food services, and others. This figure does not include payments 
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for capital outlay and interest or amounts spent for junior colleges, adult education, summer school, 
or community services. 


The estimated current expenditure increased from $10,851,079,000 in 1958-59 to $11,910,269,000 
for 1959-60. The following figures show the increases in current expenditure as reported by the 
U. S. Office of Education and the NEA Research Division (NEA Research Division estimates are starred;

Capital Outlay 


(Tables 12 and 13, column 4) 


This is the first report in this series in which the NEA Research Division has separated the 
estimates for capital outlay and interest. 


Capital outlay was estimated at $3,060,375,000 for 1958-59 and is increasing to $3,255,171,000 
for 1959-60. The total figure for capital outlay excludes the outlay by state and local building 
authorities because the annual payments to the authority by the local school unit are included in 
the estimates of current expenditures. The amounts spent by the authorities in four states (Georgia, 
Indiana, Kentucky, and Pennsylvania) totaled $205,700,000 in 1958-59 and $220,900,000 in 1959-60.
